For some unexplained reason Mc- 
Gill has never been known to show 
its brand of football In exhibition 
games, and more than once has al- 
most been beaten by a much weaker 
team when playing a match which 
was not a scheduled league affair.

Thrrefore In addition to irritation 
as 'and injury there must also be peeu- 
Tru. .ho liar sensitiveness and rebelliousness 
of .the tissues which are Injured, 
Cancer Rare in Youth. 
This sensitiveness is more often 
present in middle or advanced Ilfo 
than it is in youth or young t 
life. 

A blow or severe Injury to a young 
person with sensitive tissues might 
be followed by the development of 
malignant tumor, but it would I n«» 
usually he cancer, though It might ne 
a tumor of rapid growth and equally 
as fatal as cancer. 

On the other hand, the same kind 
of an Injury to sensitive tissues to 
one who has passed middle life would 
In many cases result In cancer. 

In addition to Injury, sensitiveness, 
and maturity of tissues as causes, It 
may be said that cancer usually be- 
gins in one spot, that it usually has a 
local origin, and If It can be removed 
before >t becomes deep seated anu 
before it has been carried to other 
parts It is often possible to cradica'." 

How It Spreads. 

The spread or trantfer of the dis- 
ease from Us original location to 
other portions of the body is made by 
way of the 'lymphatic vessels, but -in 
some of the cases of cancer the entire 
bodv seems so permeated with 111? 
disease that lt Is Impossible to believe 
that the' blood current has been ex- 
cluded as a medium of transfer. 

The lymphatic vessels In a develop- 
ing cancer take up more or fewer- of 
Its cells and bear them In their cur- 
ront to the nearest lymphatic gland.i,
